•	 No metal spikes are allowed in any division at any level of 
play.

•	 Softball teams select choice of playing night. Friday single- 
game leagues are scheduled at 6 p.m., 7:05 p.m.  and 8:10 
p.m.  Weekday doubleheader leagues are scheduled at 
Broome Athletic Park and will be at 6:10 p.m. or 8:20 p.m. 

•	 The City, as part of the team franchise fee, provides all 
softballs, umpires, fields and bases.  All teams must ar-
range for their own practice fields. 

General Qualifications for “D” League Play:
•	 Less than .250 winning percentage at 2011 “C/D” 

Doubleheader Level or

•	 Less than .750 winning percentage at 2011 “D” Level or

•	 New teams (Rec) that have not participated in organized 
softball leagues. 

Illegal Bats: In the interest of player safety and of the game 
of softball, a number of bats are not approved and may not 
be used in league play at any time.

Co-Ed “Reverse” League means men bat opposite their normal stance.

CO-ED  AND WOMEN’S  VOLLEYBALL:

NOTE: All Volleyball leagues will be played at Broome 
Gym.

CO-REC KICKBALL:
The kickball diamond is comparable to the dimensions of a softball 
field with 60’ bases. Playing rules are posted on-line. The games will 
be played Thursday evenings under the lights at Mark Twain Park, 
14501 Avery Road, Rockville, MD 20853. Game times will start no 
earlier than 6:30 p.m..

Men will use the 52 core, 275 compression softballs. 
Women will use the 44 core, 375 compression balls in 
the  Co-Rec softball program. TRUMP-MP-RP-Y-275 
yellow ball with red stitching.
	
Co-Rec Divisions (Women):
11RF/ASA/Leather/polyurethane/.44 cor/375 
compression.
